MEATS CAMPAIGN 

Government EndeaTOrfn^ To Interest 
Citlsens In PareluMittt Less . 
Costljr Cats of Meat. 

Washington, March 29. — "Tltose per- 
sons interested in the economics of the 
campaign' to 'Save Money on Meat' by 
utilization of the less eostly cuts, par- 
ticularly those of the foreniiarter, 
should note the fnllowiiis excerpts 
from a statement on the subject liy tho 
l!\ireau of Markets, Vnited States I)e- 
liailnient of Apricultnre: 

" If iieople in general i-onlil realize 
the value of meat from the fore-(|uar- 
ter as compared with that from the 
hlnd-(|uartor and would use more of it, 
prices of meat as a whole would be 
greatly reduced and would be more 
stable. 

" 'People slioMld use more fure-qnur- 
ter meats and reduce prices of living. 
Any of the fore-iiuarter meat is Kuod 
for making loaves or Liberty steak, 
while In some markets, steaks are cut 
from the rib and sell as short cut 
steaks. ' 

"In the same statement, tlie Hiireau 
of Markets has said. 

"'Because of Its reputation as the 
choicest ciil, tlie people ask for por- 
terhouse steak, whereas if they would 
try chuck steak, the chances are it 
would prove to be satisfactory mid It 
would cost much les«. 'I'he repulallun 
of porterhouse steak wllli llie conse- 
(Hicnt lnri;e demand for It, coupled 
with the lact that this cut forma only 
a very small percent, of the carcass, 
causes It to sell at a hi.Kher price than 
an yother cut.' "
